Wrrh regard to the reduction of taxes Mr. 
CLEVELAND sticks tohis platform far more 
closely than Mr. TILDEN does. In his mes- 
sages to the New York Legislature, Mr. Tit- 
DEN demanded ‘‘prompt and large reductions 
in Government expenditures and taxation.” In 
1868 he denounced our present tariff as one 
which “bears heavily mpon every man’s in- 
come, upon every business and upon every 
industry.” He seems now inclined te continue 
this tariff in thé interestof large expenditures 
for coast fortifications. But Mr. CLEVELAND, 
while cajling fora better navy, insists on a 
redyotfon of taxes, and still insists that such a 
reduction can and should be made by a revis- 
ion of the tariff with conservative regard for 
existing industries and the wages of labor.

HOW IT READS. 

Formal references to matters in which the 
general public takes little interpst make up 4 
large part of President CLEVELAND'S long 
message. In other parts discussing more en- 
tertaining problems, the expectation awakened 
by the vigor and earnestness with which he 
states the principles he would apply is bardly 
satisfied with his modest reserve in specifying 
sdltitions and remedies. Such modesty, how- 
ever, is not unbecoming, and is rather a guar- 
antee against egotisti¢ rashness in a states- 
man so fresh from private life, a President 
who has never served a term in any legislative 
body but a Buffalo Board of Aldermen. He 
strikes straight from the shoulder, and strikes 
straight home, too, where he feels sure of his 
position, and’ many will dissent from his 
views and the dissenters will be sure to find 
plenty to cavil at. But we believe that nearly 
every reader, regardless of differences of opin- 
ion, will rise from the perusal of this. 
message as from the perusal of every- 
thing Mr. CLEVELAND had previously 
written—with greater confidence in the 
man; in his firmness of purpose, in 
the sincerity and diguity of his aims and 
in his capacity to grow with the occasion, and 
to rise eventually to the full height of his 
responsibilities. Itis plainly the message of 
ab earnest, Vigilant, industrious and vigorous 
man who has set himself in the most self- 
sacrificing way to master all the details and 
complications of the vast concerns of this 
great Republic, with the single view of pre- 
serving its institutions in their fullest fruition 
of peace, prosperity and good government for 
its people. The littie bursts of earnes tness 
and sentiment here and there only show that 
he has sentiments and enthusiasms without be- 
ing amere sentimentalist or visionary. He is 
evidently a Democrat from conviction and 
principle, but it is just as evident that he is a 
partizan only because he is a patriot; a Demo- 
crat who loves his party well oniy because he 
loves his country better, and expects his party 
to take the lead of all other parties in guarding 
and promoting the public welfare. In a word, 
this message will confirm the pleasing impres- 
sion already prevalent, that the helm isin the 
hand of a strong, clear-headed and safe man— 
a novice somewhat awkward in his new. posi- 
tion, perhaps, but intent upon mastering his 
duties and discharging them at any personal 
cost, without fear or favor. 

GAS MONOPOLY DECISIONS. 

Interesting decisions in gas monopoly cases 
from Louisiana and Kentucky were delivered 
by the United States Supreme Court on the 7th 
inst. 

The question in the Kentucky case was as to 
the power of the Legislature of that State to 
confer upon the Louisville Gas Company the 
exclusive right to manufacture and vend gas in 
Louisville. The Judges of the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals were evenly divided on the ques- 
tion, two maintaining and two denying that 
the State Constitution forbade the Legislature 
to grant such exclusive privileges to a private 
corporation. The United States Supreme 
Court holds that an exciusive privilege con- 
ferred upon a private corporation in considera- 
tion of its discharging a public duty or render- 
ing a public service is not a violation of the 
State Constitution, ahd that a subsequent 
act of the Legisiature attempting to con- 
fef on a frival company the privilege 
of vending gas in Louisville before the 
expiration of the term for which the exclusive 
privilege was given to the Louisville Gas Com- 
pany, is in conflict with that provision of the 
Federal Constitution which protects the obliga- 
tion of contracts. 

Inthe Louisiana case the decisionis in re- 
gard to the effect of a new State Constitution 
upon a conflicting statute previously enacted, 
and conferring an 6xclusive privilege forbidden 
by the new Constitution. The New Orleans 
Gas Light Company had the exclusive privi- 
lege of vending gas in New Orleans up to April 
1, 1875, and the same exclusive privilege for 
fifty years from that date was granted to an- 
other corporation called the Crescent City, 
which was in March, 1875, merged into the old 
company. Afterwards, in 1879, a new 
Btate Constitution was adopted prohibit- 
ing the enactment of laws conferring 
exclusive privileges on any but 
railroad corporations A new gas compatiy 
was then chartered to compete with the old 
company, and the United States Circuit Court 
for Louisiana held that the new State Constitu- 
tion was @ valid exercise of the police power of 
the State to terminate the old coinpany’s mon- 
opoly, and that the new company could not be 
enjoined. But the Supreme Court reverses and 
retiands this decision, and holds that, while 
the police power of the State can prohibit the 
granting of exclusive privileges, the taking 
away of such privileges already lawfully 
vested in a gas company would be ah uncon- 
stitutional impairment of acontract. To get 
rid of the monopoly, the court holds that the 
State must exercise its power of aminent do 
main. and have the objectionable monopoly 
taken and paid for as private property taker 
for public use. 

These decisions have an interesting bearing 
upon soime of the complications of the gas 
question in St. Louis.

A SEVERE condemnation of the busines 
management of Mfr. Soc. NEWMAN'S gas 
monopoly is couched in the figures of his report, 
showing that from 1884 to 1985 there was a 
falling off in the number of its gas consumers. 
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the St, Louis Gas Light monopoly is not only 
Obtaining tib ‘share of the revival, but bas 
actually passéd the lintit of profitable extortion 
and is killing its own business by charging 
‘more than the traffic will bear.” By putting 
gas at 4 fair price it could néarly double the 
number of its consumers without seriously 
reducing its profits, yet it persists in making 
itself odious by putting gas beyond the reach 
of the common people of this city. Th oaly 
wonder is that so many submit to the ex- 
tortion When Goal oil is so very aitidh cheaper. 
It is not at all wonderful that 44,000 residences 
in St. Louis are oecupied by less than 16,000 
gas consumers. —

THE NEW BUILDING.
